Washington, November i7.—The 


country-wide effort to furnish aid to 


cotton producers and find a bottom 
for the cotton market came to a suc- 
cessful conclusion tonight when 5Sec- 
retary of the Treasury McAdoo an 
nounced the completion of the $135,- 
000,000 cotton loan fund. In making 
his announcement, Mr. McAdoo de- 
Glared the success of the was 
assured. 

The secretary's statement came at 
the end of a day devoted to efforts 
to obtain subscriptions necessary to 
complete the $100,000,000 portion of the 
fund assigned to banks in non-cotton 
producing states. Mr. McAdoo, Paul 
M. Warburg and W. P. G. Harding, 
members of the federal reserve board 
in active charge of the pool plan, took 
active steps to gather in the remaining 
millions. 

Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New 
lagreed to subscribe $2.000,00. 
luncheon given by John Skelton Wil- 
liams, Bernard’ M. Baruch, of New 
York, said that he might invest in 
the fund up to $1,500,000. His offer 
was taken to the extent 
and the fund completed. A few 
after Mr. Baruch’s offer word was re- 
eeived from several banks that they 
would subscribe to an amount of about 
$2,600,000, but their assistance was not 
needed.

Statement by McAdoo. 

In announcing the completion of the 
plan, Mr. McAdoo said: 

“T am gratified to be able to an- 
mnounce the success of the cotton loan 
fund. Subscriptions for the _ entire 
$100,000,000 of class A_ certificates 
were completed this afternoon. This 
assures thé suecess of the plan. To 
guch extent as banks In the southern 
states subscribe to class B certifi- 
cates, the $100,000,000 realized from 
the class A certificates will be avail- 
able for loan on cotton at 6 cents a 
pound. Full details of the plan have 
been published, and it is not necessary 
to repeat them here.

The president’s letter, which was in 
reply to one from Secretary McAdoo, 
announcing the opening of the reserve 
banks, said: 

‘My Dear Mr. Secretary: lil warm- 
ly appreciate your letter of yesterday, 
for I share vour feeling entirely about 
the significance of the opening of the 
federal reserve banks for business. 

‘I do not know that any = special 
credit belongs to me for fhe part I 
was privileged to play in the estab- 
lishment of this new system, of which 
we confidently hope so much; in it 
the labor and knowledge and _  ({fore- 
thought and practical experience and 
sagacity of many men are embodied 
who have co-operated with unusual 
wisdom and admirable public spirit. 
None of them, I am sure, will be jeal- 
ous of the distribution of the praise 
for the great plece of legislation upon 
which the new system rests; they will 
only rejoice unselfishly to see the 
thing accomplished upon which they 
had set their hearts.

FOSTER COATES 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Well Known Newspaper 
Man Succumbs to Attack 
of Apoplexy—Was Promii- 
nent Member of Hearst 
Organization. 


Foster Coates, president of The At- 
lanta Georgian company, attached for 
years to the Hearst’e newspaper serv- 
ice, died suddenly last night at the 
Georgian Terrace hotel at 6:45 o’clock. 

Mr. Coates was apparently all day 
yesterday in the best of health and 
walked from The Georgian office to 
the hotel, arriving at the hotel about 
5:30 o'clock. Not long after. arriving 
at the Georgian Terrace, while 
Standing in the lobby, he was stricken 


with apoplexy and collapsed. 

He was carried to his room, where 
he died within. an hour. 

Dr. DeLoach, the house physician; 
Dr. Baxter Moore and Dr. W. P. Nicol- 
son all labored with Mr. Coates to 
save his life, but in vain. He was 
conscious only a ehort time after be- 
ing stricken. 

Mr. Coates came to Atlanta about 
two and one-half years ago, when 
Mr. Hearst first bought The Atlanta 
Georgian, and .reorganized that paper 
under its new management. 

Although attached to the Hearst's 
service as a field man generally, The 
Atlanta Georgian has been directly 
under Mr. Coates ever since Mr. Hearst 
bought the paper. . 

About a year after Mr. Hearst 
bought The Georgian Mr. Coates or- 
ganized and inaugurated The Sunday 
American. 

Mr. Coates had been in the Hearst's 
service for fifteen years and was one 
of the best known newspaper mén in 
the United States. Before entering 
the Hearst's service he was for a 
number of years oné of Mr. Pulitzer’s 
righthand men om The New York 
World. 

At the time of his death he was 54 
years old. 

He is survived 
married daughter, Mrs. Clark Matta- 
hai, of Baltimore, Md.; two sisters, 
Mrs. Charles Howard, of Ware, Mass., 
and Mrs. Isaac Bond, of California, 
and two brothers, W. W. Coates, of 
Providence, R. L., and Edwin L. Coates, 
of Boulder, Colo. 

Mr. Coates had been in Atlanta for 
about three months. Immediately 
preceding his death he was engaged 
in readjusting some of the affairs of 
his paper. He had completed his 
work and had all plans to leave for 
New York today at noon. 

His body will -be carried to New 
York on the train he himself had 
planned to take. The remains will be 
accompanied by Mr. Hugh Murray, 
business manager of The Georgian, 
and Mrs. Murray. 

Vuring his stay in Atlanta Mr. 
Coates made hundreds of friends, to 
whom his death will be a profound 
shock. .

Boat From Cruiser Tennes-

London, November 17.—A _ dispatch 
to the Exchange . Telegraph from 
Athens says: 

“A launch from .the United States 
cruiser Tennessee, which was entering 
the Gulf of Smyrna to arrange for the 
cruiser to come into the harbor, was 
fired upon by the forts and compelled 
to return to the Tennessee. 

“The commander of the Tennessee 
informed Vali that he had. orders from 
his government to enter the harbor of 
Smyrna and had decided to do so.” 


NO ALARM FELT 


AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, “November 17.—Offi- 
cials here tonight refused to credit or 
be alarmed by the dispatch saying the 
cruiser Tennessee’s launch had been 
fired on by the Turkish forts at 
Smyrna. Secretary Daniels said if 
any such incident had occurred the 
department would be informed fully 

tomorrow. Meantime he did not 
think it necessary.to make a special 
effort to communicate with the 
cruiser. 

Mr. Daniels said the Tennessee had 
not been ordered to go into Smyrna 
harbor; that the commanders of both 
the Tennessée and her sister ship, the 
North Carolina, had-only general in- 
structions to remain in Mediterranean 
waters and lookotit for American in- 
terests. He was satisfied neither of’ 
the commanders would take any step 
that might involve the United States 
in international difficulties. 

All sorts of. rumors concerning the 
cruisers have reached Washington 
since they went into the Mediter- 
ranean. A _ report that the North 
Carolina had landed marines at Bei- 
rut, Syria, stood without being cor- 
rected for nearly a week while cable 
communication was interrupted. Then 
came the rumor that the North Caro- 
lina had been destroyed by a mine, 
which was proved to be a pure inven- 
tion when communication with the 
vessels finally was restored.

GERMANS RETREAT | 


BEFORE RUSSIANS | 


Great Battle Now Raging 
Between the Russians and 
Germans Result of Which 
Will. Have Marked Effect 
on Future of War.

Petrograd, November 17.—aAn official 
communication, issued the Russian 
general headquarters today, says: 

“In Bast Prussia the enemy is fall- 
ing back along the whole front between 
Gumbinnen and Angerburg, while con- 
tinuing to hold the passages in the 
Masurlan lakes. 

‘On the front between the Vistula 
and Warta rivers (in Russian Poland), 
the fighting continues, taking the char- 
acter of a great battle. 

“There are important German forces 
in Galicia. We have reached the Aus- 
trian rear guards in the region of 
Dukla and the passage of Ujok.” — 

Advantage With Husstana. 

Heavy fighting is reported to have 
taken place in East Prussia, in the vi- 
cinity of Neidenburg and Soldau, and 
the advantage is declared here to be 
entirely with the Russians. 

From information gleaned from an’ 
army enrollment book found on a dead 
German soldier, it would appear that 
a majority of the German troops in 
the fighting in this vicinity had pre- 
viously been held in reserve in the gar- 
rison towns of Konigsberg, Danzig and 
Allenstein. 

The German troops now advancing 
along the left bank of the Vistula, be- 
low Warsaw, consist partly of regular 
forces which previously had been en- 
gaged in the advance’ on Warsaw: of 
troops from the East Prussian fron- 
tier, of men previously engaged in Bel- 
gium, and, finally, of some Austrians. 

The German front along the Vistula 
extends for seventy miles te the south- 
west of Plock., The advance along the 
right bank of the -Vistula pro-- 
Bressed less than twenty-miles from the 
frontier.

London, November 17.—Undeterred 
by wintry weather and floods, the 
Germans are still striving to break 
down the allies’ defense along the 
Franco-Belgian frontier. Although the 
Berlin official report says the day 
was quiet, there has been an almost 
continuous artillery duel, with occa- 
sional infantry attacks, but apparently 


without either side making progress. 
The line from the coast to Nieuport, 
which has been receiving less atten- 
tion since the Germans degan trying 
to force the British out of Ypres, again 
has been subjected to a violent bom- 
bardment. South of Dixmude the Ger-' 
mans have been trying, under fire from 
the allies’ cannon, to build works to 
check the flood which compelled them 
to evacuate part of their trenches. 
At other points the big guns again 
have been busy, and Rheims has been 
subjected to another rain of shells

How Cossacks Took Goldap. 


A Reuter dispatch from Petrograd 
says: 

“The military skill of the Russian 
army was well illustrated in the cap- 
ture of Goldap, in East Prussia. A 
strong Russian advance guard took 
the Germans by. surprise: The Rus- 
sians were within two miles of Goldap 
before a German aeroplane discovered 
their presence. 

“The Russian line of advance lay be- 
tween a wooded elevation and the main 
road, both of which were occupied by 
Germans. 9

Moreover, there were 
concealed holes and pitfalls every- 
where in which steel-pointed stakes 
were embedded and also many rows 
of barbed wire entanglements. 

“In the face of the German volleys 
the Cossacks crept up the hill on all 
fours, firing their rifles almost contin- 
uously and holding their horses by a 
single rein. The Cossacks did not 
mount until within. 300 yards of the

enemy's position. Then they swept ir- 
resistibly across the entrenchments.

HOW BERLIN VIEWS 
RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 


Berlin, November 17.—(Via The 
Hague and London.)—A general review 
of the situation in the western arena, 
given out in Berlin, indieates that the 
latest German victories are such that 
the advance of the Russians has been 
rendered more difficult. This success, 
however, must not be overestimated, 
for the Russian losses, although severe, 
do not mean that the’ Russian move- 
ment has collapsed. Considering the 
enormous nunyvbers~ of available sol- 
diers, it does not even mean the dis- 
continuation of the Russian offensive. 

The great difficulty for the Russians 
is found on the Vistula, which sepa- 
rates both wings of thelr° army. The 
Russian army, .which was beaten -near 
Wleelawek, and which apparently came 
from Warsaw... was driven .back in .a 
southerly direction, not in the direc- 
tion from which it. advanced. .It. was 
forced along a road running from Kut- 
no to.Gombin, while the northern Rusg- 
Sian army, operating from Soldau, was 
forced back to Plock by way of Lipno. 
The Germans are now standing on the 
right wing of the main Russian army; 
consequently they have won a tactical 
success, in addition to creating a fa- 
vorable strategic situation.

“According to the latest advices the 
enemy has renewed his attacks to the 
east and to the south of Ypres, but 
they have not altered the 
which remains satisfactory.

“On the Aisne certain German de- 
tachments, which endeavored to cross 
the river in the vicinity of Vailly, were 
either driven back or destroyed. 

“On our positions on the right bank 
of the Aisne, upstream from Vailly, 
there has been violent cannonading. 
This applies also to the Rheims region, 
and several shells have fallen on the 
city of Rheims. 

“In the Argonne there have not been 
any infantry engagements. We blew 
up with mines a certain number of 
German trenches. On the heights of 
the Meuse, to the south of Verdun, 
we have made advances at several 
points. 

“In the region of St. Mihiel we have 
taken possession of the first houses 
of the village of Chauvoncourt. These 
houses served as barracka for the St. 
Mihiel garrison. This village of Chauv- 
oncourt is the only point of support 
still held by the Germans on the left 
bank of the river Meuse in this lo- 
cality.

The Tax Proposals. 


The chancellor proposed, and _ the 
house umanimously supported him, that 
the income tax should be doubled, but 
only eollected on one-third of the in- 
come this year; that an extra half 
penny (one cent) a half pint should be 
levied on beer and an extra three 
pence (six cents) a pound on tea. 

He explained that the expenditure on 
the British troops would be higher in 
proportion than that of any other coun- 
as the pay and the cost of the 

and navy were greater; there 
were separate allowances to the men 
and their families and pensions were 
on a larger scale. Already 2,000,000 
were serving and another million were 
in the course of enlistment. 

“We are fighting,” said the chan- 
cellor, “an enemy who cannot offer 
any terms that we can accept without 
a smashing defeat. Therefore, if there 
is any doubt about the length of the 
war, I, as chancellor of the exchequer, 
must assume the longer period.” 

Taking into consideration the loss 
on interest and the revenue on money 
borrowed for purposes of the war, he 
said. he would have to find this year 
$80,000,000 and next year $250,000,000. 
He computed that at least four-fifths 
of the money would be expended in 
England. 

Market After the War. 


He pointed out that during the war 
and the period of reconstruction 
which would follow it, there would be 
no competition in the neutral markets 
of the world, except from America, and 
that therefore England would com- 
mand those markets. He looked for- 
ward to a period ,of four or five years 
when English manufacturers would 
have an artificial stimulus because of 
abnormal conditions. 

When that period was over the coun- 
try would face a serious industria) 
situation, as capital would be _  ex« 
hausted and customers crippled and 
their purchasing power depressed. 

He hoped there would be a great 
reduction in the cost of armaments 
after the war, but predicted that even 
for the first few years the country 
must expect heavily increased charges 
for interest in the sinking fund, sep- 
arating allowances and pensions. 

As it would be easier to raise taxes 
in the period of the war, the chancel- 
lor said he intended to commence im- 
mediately. There was no intention to 
levy taxes which would interfere with 
industry, but it was necessary to in- 
clude all classes. 

He then explained the income tax and 
super-tax proposals, which he estimat- 
ed would bring in 12,500,000 pounds, 
($62,500,000) this gone and 44,750,000. 
pounds ($223,750,000) next year. The ex- 
tra duty on beer would fall On the con- 
sumer, who would have to pay a half- 
penny a half-pint more for his beer. 

Teetotallers Must Pay.

| those items to the list of absolute con- 
traband. Every possible care will be 
| taken to see that oil and copper really 
intended for neutral countries are not 
interfered with.” 

Mines in the North Sea. 

Referring to mines, the premier said 
the Germans had resorted to indis- 
criminate mine laying in the North sea 
outside of territorial limits and along 
trade routes without regard to peace- 
ful shipping, and qithout warning. 
The purpose clearly was the further- 
ance o© no definite military operation, 
but to endanger British trade. ‘lhese 
mines unquestionabiy had been laid by 
fishing vesseis disguised as neutral, 
the premier said. ‘these mines were 
not so constructed as to become harm- 
less when loosed from their moorings, 
neither were they kept under obser- 
Vation. No steps had been taken to 
warn peaceful shipping of this dan- 
ger. Consequently the terms of The 
ftiague convention of 1907 have been 
violated. 

After a number of neutral fishing 
and merchant vesse!s and many lives 
had been destroyed by these German 
mines, Mr. Asquith said, the govern- 
ment had been forced to adopt counter 
measures to cope with this German 
policy of mine laying combined with 
submarine activities. 

“A mine field was, therefore, laid 
across the southern portion of the 
North sea,” said Premier Asquith, “in 
such a way as to guard the approaches 
to the English cnannel. Due public 
Warning was given, in accordance with 
The Hague conventions. In the last 
week of October the Germans succeed- 
ed in laying a mine field off the north 
coast of Ireland, on the main trade 
route from America to Liverpool via 
the north of Ireland. More peaceful 
merchant ships were blown up and 
more lives were lost, But for the 
warnings given by British cruisers, 
other British and neutral merchant and 
passenger steamers would have been 
destroyed. 


Mines Laid Under Neutral Flag. 


“These mines could not have® been 
laid by any German. ship of war or 
by any vessel flying the German flag. 
They could only have been laid Sy 
some merchant vessel under a neutral 
flag, which must have come along the 
trade route as if for the purpose of 
peaceful commerce. Such a ship, 
while profiting to the full by the im- 
munity enjoyed by neutral merchant 
ships, wantonly and recklessly endan- 
gered the lives of all who travel on 
the sea, regardless of whether they 
were friend or foe, civilian or military 
in character. 

“The menace to peaceful shipping 
presented by these wholly illegal 
methods of waging war is 80 great 
that the government has been com- 
pelled to adopt the only possible means 
of protection, namely, to declare the 
whole North sea a military area, and 
to restrict all shipping crossing it to 
a narrow passage along which the 
strictest supervision can be exercised. 
Access to the coasts of Great Britain 
and neutral countries has thus been 
made as safe as it is in the power of 
the British navy to make it, and al- 
though this has been done at the price 
of certain inconvenience and delay to 
shipping through its inability to fol- 
low its accustomed routes, the price 
cannot, in the circumstances of. the 
case, be considered a high one.” 

Discussing the reservists of the ene- 
(my, Premier Asquith said: 

“Because of the action which Ger- 
many took in Belgium and France in 
arresting and ty dem, as prisoners 
of war all men of military age, the 
government found it necessary to give 
instructions that all subjects of the 
enemy, lable to miltiary service, who 
are found on board neutral vessels, 
shall be made prisoners of war. This 
instruction applies to neutral vessels 
under whatever flag. In no case, so 
far of which I am aware, weer reserv- 
ists of the enemy found on ships of 
the United States.

EUROPE IS CLAMORING 
FOR AMERICAN PRODUCTS 


Orders Aggregating Hundreds 
of Millions Placed by the 


Warring Nations. 


November 17.—How 
for food is being an- 
swered by the United States was set 
forth in statistics made public today 
by the buroau of foreign and domes- 
tic commerce. They showed that dur- 
ing last month exports of breadstuffs 
amounted to $38,247,570. an increase 
of nearly $25,000,000 over those of 
1913. Exports of fresh beef 
last month were more than double 
those of October a year ago, the fig- 
vse Bes this year being $83,940, as against 

8&6 

In aa of the tremendous increase 
in food shipments, however, exports 
as a whole did not measure up to last 
year’s figures. The total for October 
as Tecoreee at the country’s ten chief 
Ptr was $83,513,466, as against 
147, 833, 016 the previous year. For 
the week ending November 14, how- 
ever, exports at these ports totaled 
$47,587,330, an improvement which 
officials say is continuing this month. 

The districts selected handle nearly 
80 per cent of the nation’s export 
trade and the tabulation shows the 
balance in favor of this country on 
international trade stood last Satur- 
day at $32,392,214 for the first half of 
November. 

Cotton Exports Increase. 

It was said at the commerce bureau 
the increase in November exports 
probably would show breadstuffs and 
fresh meat were in still greater de- 
mand than during last month. Offi- 
clals also pointed to the increase in 
cotton exports as a significant fea- 
ture of the situation. 

So great has been the European de- 
mand for breadstuffs that wheat, 
corn, barley, oats and flour are going 
across the Atlantic from every port 
in the United States. Huge shipments 
have been made from San Francisco 
via the Panama canal. The total of 
breadstuffs exports for the ten mente 
ending with October § this year wa 
$204,216,478, as against $170,220, B19 
for the like period of 1913. 

Export trade in mineral oils show- 
ed a marked i decline last October, 
probably because of the seizure of 
many oil-laden ships by British cruis- 
ers. The decrease in all exports for 
the ten months’ period of 1914 was 
$212,326,321. The . figures for 1913 
were $812,129,301 and for $1914 $699,- 


802,980. 

Cotton exports for October, 1914, 
were valued at $20,420,043, against 
$107,375,197 in October, 1913. The de- 
crease for the ten-month period in 
cotton shipments alone between 1913 
and 1914 amounted to $127,180,748. 

There has also been a sutigen de- 
velopment of an abnormal trade in 
articles needed by the huge armies 
now in the field. 

Factories Are Strained. 

No accurate figures on the contracts 
ef the latter character are obtainable, 
but orders for horses, mules, army 
clothing, harness and th like have 
flooded factories and stockmen in some 
districts. It is said that including am- 
munition orders, this business reaches 
the huge total of over 200,000,000 of 
dollars. In several lines factories are 
straining to highest capacity to meet 
the demands. 

Of the shipping situation officials 
said today there was a growing scarc- 
ity of carriers. for American export 
commerce because the bulk of that 
traffic was increasing so _ steadily. 
Freight rates have risen remarkably 
and it was said shipping companies 
were now selecting their cargoes with 
the greatest care, avoiding all articles 
of even a  semi-contraband nature, 
Huge shipments of grain are await- 
ing transportation at many ports.

the national house of representatives, 
in his lecture at the Atlanta theater 
last night under the auspices of the 
Brotherhood Baraca class of the West 
End Christian church. 
Speaker Clark was 
Senator Hoke Smith. 
“The muck-raker,” he said, “would 
have every one believe that every 
holder of public office is corrupt. As 
a matter of fact this is the most 
monumental lie since the days of that 
remarkable real estate deal between 
Ananias and Saphira. In proof of this 
statement I cite you to the fact that 
nine-tenths of the legislators at 
Washington quit office poorer than 
they were when they entered. The gov- 
ernment of this country has not reach- 
ed perfection, but it is approximating 
it, and the quality of the men in pub- 
lic life is improving all the time. The 
muck-raker is to be deplored not only 
because of the bad effect of his doc- 
trine in this country, but also abroad.” 
The speaker stated that his serious 
business in life is that of a lawyer; 
that politics is an episode and that 
office-holding is a pastime.

As to war, the speaker declared 
himself against it, except, of course, 
where honor is at stake. He said 
that the United States is the most 
peaceable and martial people in the 
world, this apparent paradox being 
demonstrated, for instance, by the 
fact that April 1, 1861,.the army in 
the United States consisted of 20,000 
men, while April 1, 1866, there were 
2,000,000 good soldiers under arms on 
both sides of the war between the 
states. “If President Wilson should 
send me a telegram while I am here 
upon this platform,” he said, “that he 
needed every available man for the 
eountry’s defense immediately, we 
could raise an army corps in Fulton 
county before daybreak.” 

He declared that he believed that at 
the end of the European war congress 
should pass a resolution requesting 
all nations to reduce armament by 
percentage, this being, the speaker 
thinks, the only equitable way of re- 
ducing armament. 

Governmental Control. 

Speaker Clark predicted at the din- 
ner given in his honor by the Young 
Men’s Democratic league at the Pied- 
mont last night, prior to his lecture 
at the theater, that if the United 
States government ever takes over con- 
trol of the telephones and telegraph it 
will only be a question of a few years 
before it also assumes supervision of 
the railroads.

Dan Hughes, in a communication published 
on this page, emphasizes the imperative ne- 
eessity of establishing exchanges for the 
marketing of the farm products of this sec- 
tion. 

Mr. Hughes chooses a happy illustration 
when he says that an organization founded 
and conducted somewhat on the same lines 
as the Georgia Fruit exchange would be 
practical and successful. The Constitution 
wet-nursed the Georgia Fruit exchange. It 
was founded at a time when the peach 
growers of Georgia were in despair over a 
glut of thefr product, due to lack of organized 
markets. The Constitution hammered the 
subject until the exchange was organized. 
Georgia has never since then had an un- 
profitable fruit year.

A CHASE FOR $2,000,000. 

This is “Georgia Products Day,” and, ap- 
propriately, I. C. Wade, of Cornelia, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Apple Growers’ associa- 
tion, writes The Constitution: 

To Atlanta’s constant cry for “home 
products,” why not add Georgia apples, 
instead of New York apples? We of 
Habersham county have raised nearly 
50,000 bushels of apples, and have sold 
only half on account of importations 
from New York and West Virginia. This 
is strange in view of the fact we are 
asking only $1.00 a bushel packed in a 
full sized bushel box. 


The Constitution would find these state- 
ments almost incredible did not the same 
mail bring us a letter from C. J. Haden, 
president of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce, who says we yearly send away from 
Georgia for apples nearly two million dollars, 
“about one-fourth of which goes 3,500 miles 
to Washington and Oregon.”

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OUR PRESS AND PEOPLE 
ON THE EUROPEAN WAR 


(From The Literary Digest.) 

Much talk is heard about American sym- 
pathy in the European war, but thus far it 
has had no basis except hearsay or very 
limited personal observation. Do a majority 
of the American press or the American peo- 
ple favor the Germans or the allies? Te 
approach an answer to this question we 
have obtained*statements from between 350 
and 400 editors, telling their own attitudes 
and the feelings of their communities to- 
ward the warring nations. We need hardly 
say that we give the result of this inquiry 
entirely without partisanship, and purely 
for our readers’ information. The replies 
cover the country from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from Mexico to the Canadian 
border. They can not very well be woven 
into a connected narratiye, but the reader 
who scans the summary presented here will 
find the country divided into large areas 
where the feeling is prepondérately for one 
side or the other, or is so mixed as to be 
neutral. Yet the sympathy on either side is 
that of the distant observer. No belliger- 
ency is evident anywhere. Reports of pro- 
German sentiment follow pretty closely the 
geographical distribution of our German- 
American population, but at the same time 
a number of editors report a more favorable 
feeling toward Germany now than at the 
start of the War, so both sides can exact 
some comfort from the findings. We hear 
frequently from sections of the,middle west. 
in which the Germans preponderate, that 
“this is a German community—we are for 
the Germans.” Or it is related of other dis- 
tricts that the “extreme partisanship” of the 
German-Americans has awakened a good 
deal of.active sympathy for the allies. But 
no matter in what territory we come upon 
downright supporters of the allies, we are 
nearly always assured by our informants 
that “not Germany or the Germans” do tHey 
and their readers condemn, but “Prussian 
militarism.” The. reproaches to the Kaiser 
for having plunged the German people into 
war are severe by pro-ally partisans in some 
quarters. In others it is noticed not un- 
favorably that the local Germans are “very 
loyal to the fatherland and the kaiser.” 
Finally, in some middle-sized towns of mixed 
population we evef&t find a general tone of 
absolute neutrality. The citizens are said 
to have only one idea about,the war, and 
that is to see it over and Gone with at the 
earliest possible day. In the larger cities, 
such as New York, Chicago, and others, the 
sentiment of the community is aptly de- 
scrived as “very mixed,” because of the 
great and various foreign population. Look- 
ing at the matter in wider scope, that is, in 
the government’s geographical divisions of 
the country, we are struck with an old fact 
discovered anew. The marked leaning of 
New England toward the allies may be the 
effect of the lineage of the majority of the 
inhabitants, just as the pro-German tendency 
of the central states or of regions in the far 
northwest proceeds from the heavy popula- 
tion of Germans and German-Americans in 
this region. In the southern and southwest- 
ern states, whose people are principally of 
English ancestry, sympathy inclines to the 
allies, while the western states to the coast 
seem of the same bent, though less marked- 
ly. Part explanation of this condition is 
found in the statement of one authority that 
in certain sections “the Teutonic element ifs 
far in the minority.’ Nor must it be over- 
looked that in neighborhoods which were 
“on the fence,” so to speak, at the beginning 
of the war, American resentment against so- 
called “censored” British dispatches works 
for German sentiment, just as the Belgian 
invasion has influenced some “neutr@l”’ 
minds against Germany. The following sum- 
mary shows in cold figures the complet 
returns to our inquiry. To these must b 
added the warmth of personality as. ex- 
pressed in the statements of the editors. 

Attitude of the Press. 

Of the 367 replies; 105 editors report that 
they favor the allies, 20 favor the Germans, 
and 242 are neutral. 

Of the pro-ally 
eastern states, 13 in the central, 
southern, and 11 in the western. 

Only one pro-German editor hails from 
the @astern states, while ten are from the 
central, five from the southern, and four 
from the western group. 

The neutral editors number forty-three 
in the eastern states, 112 in the central, 
fifty-one in the southern, and thirty-six in 
the western. 

Attitude of the People. 

The \ feeling of the cities and towns rep- 
resented is reported as favoring the allies in 
189 cases, for the Germans in thirty-eight, 
and neutral or divided in 140. j 

The pro-ally cities and towns. heard from 
total fifty-two in the eastern division, forty 
in the central, seventy-one in the southern, 
and twenty-six in the western. 

The pro-German communities are two 
the eastern group, twenty-nine in the 
tral, four in the southern, and three in 
western. 

Cities and towns reckonea@ as neutral or 
divided number twenty-four in the eastern 
states, sixty-six in the central, twenty-eight 
in the southern, and twenty-two in the 
western.

Although the recent ruling of the federal 
reserve board at Washington by which the 
character of commercial paper which may be 
discounted or rediscounted by the banks of 
the federal reserve system appears to be 
technical,“ not capable of good understanding 
by anyone excepting bankers, yet this is a 
superficial view. The ruling is of importance 
to the entire business interests of the United 
States. For it is upon commercial paper to a 
considerable extent that business, so far as 
banking accommodations are ocencerned, is 
to be based. The theory of the federal re- 
serve board is one which is accepted by the 
great commercial nations as sound from 
every point of view. It is based upon the be- 
lief that the facilities of the federal system 
are to be used chiefly for the forwarding of 
commodities from the producer to the con- 
sumer. In other words, the commodities 
themselves are the basis of credit and are 
represented by the negotiable instruments 
with which credit is to be obtained. There- 
fore, it is easy to see that almost every one 
who is in business is to be affected favor- 
ably iby the ruling of the federal reserve 
board. 

One of the reasons for two panics that 
have taken place since 1900 -one, the panic 
of 1907, and the other the so-called rich man’s 
or silent panic of 1902—was over-expansion 
of credit. Some fifteen or twenty years ago 
‘a new method was adopted by many of those 
who borrowed money for the purpose of 
carrying on thefr business. They either sign- 
ed or indorsed commercial paper and then 
placed it in the hands of note brokers, who 
sold it to the banks all over the country. 
There was no pretense that anything but the 
credit of the makers of this paper furnished 
security for its payment. How widely ex- 
tended became that practice was some months 
ago illustrated by the revelation that a large 
mercantile house had been accustomed to 
secure discounts of its paper or to sell it to 
note brokers without any suggestion that it 
represented actual commodiftes in the course 
of barter. The aggregate of these obligations 
was discovered to be in excess of $40,000,000. 

To take another illustration, some of the 
large industries in the Mississippi valley 
controlled many swbordinates. These are to 
be found in every conceivable town in the 
United States. When the parent houses stood 
in need of money some one of the subordi- 
nates was asked to make notes. These, hav- 
ing been thus made, were indorsed by the 
parent house and then marketed with the 
note brokers. 

The claim was sometimes made that trans- 
actions of this kind did really represent pur- 
chase and sale of commodities. But the 
temptation was always great to issue such 
paper without the slightest reference to 
actual mercantile transactions. ; 


The New Ruling. 

Apparently the ruling of the federal re- 
serve board will hereafter compel the makers 
or indorsers of commercial paper to certify 
that ‘behind this paper stand actual transac- 
tions. In the old days, a merchant or manu- 
facturer 'who sold goods for sixty days or 
six months took in payment therefor the 


notes, made by the purchaser. Having in- 
dorsed these notes, discounts of them were 
secured. The expectation and, in fact, the 
experience were that in ordinary ymercantile 
transactions three months was a sufficient 
time for the retail merchant who had bought 
commodities from the wholesaler to sell them 
and in that way secure sufficient funds with 
which to liquidate this paper when it be- 
came due.

The federal reserve 
lieves that the facilities 
so far as discounts and 
cerned, should be exclusively 
upon commercial paper behind which stand 
actual commodities. Nevertheless, as there 
is a good deal of paper now outstanding, 
and as it might prove to be a real hardship 
if the federal banks turned their backs im- 
mediately upon this paper, tthe reserve board 
has decided to defer until the first of the 
new year the rigid enforcement of its rule. 
On January 1, whenever any merchant or 
manufacturer discount for conimer- 
cial paper he is compelled to certify to the 
bank what the character of that paper is in 
a general way, what Kind of commodity in 
the course of ‘barter it represents. Some 
kind of a certificate is to be attached to this 
commercial paper. In this way, unless fraud 
be committed or intended, the bank can feel 
confident that the paper which it accepts for 
discount represents actual commodities which 
are passing from the producer or merchant 
to the consumer.

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Exchange for Farm Products 
Is the Suggestion of Assistant - 
Agricultural Commissioner 


Editor Constitution: Your constant agi- 
tation of the market problem for Georgia 
farm products is to ba most highly com- 
mended: you have already accomplished much 
in directing pwhlic attention to the vital im- 
portance of market outlets. It seems to me 
now, however, that agitation should be crys- 
tallized into action, into a practical business 
plan whereby adequate prices may be had 
for miscellaneous products of Georgia farms. 

I, therefore, submit for your consideration 
the suggestion that there be organized the 
“Georgia Farm Products exchange,” with 
operating branches in leading cities and towns 
of the state and headquarters to be selected 
later. This would be operated along the 
lines of the Georgia Fruit exchanmce, and I 
feel sure that it would be a profitable in- 
stitution from the standpoint of the pro- 
ducer, the consumer and the merchant. Capl- 
tal should be raised on the stock basis, sell- 
ing the shares for $10, and this stock should 
be owned by farmers, chambers of commerce 
and general business interests throughout 
the state. 

All are agreed that the problem of mar- 
keting farm products is of the very highest 
importance right now. Throughout 1915 
Georgia farmers will have for sale many 
products other than cotton; there will be 
wheat, corn, oats, hay and hogs as surplus 
products, beyond question. For some of these, 
market outlets exist here; for others, our 
whole system is based on western products. 
If the surplus products of our Georgia farms 
are handled next year in such a ‘way as to 
secure for our farmers fair market prices 
the state will develop along lines of diversi- 
fied farming with great rapidity. 

If the Ceorgia farmer fails next year to 
sell the products of his diversifying at a 
fair market price and at any time the state 
will receive a serious ‘backset. Selling these 
products is a business proposition and has 
never been done successfully except on a 
business basis. The plan suggested above 
is the only practical one that I have been 
able to devise or that has been mentioned to 
me. This organization can be perfected, for 
there are many successful co-operative trad- 
ing bodies and exchanges which today suc- 
cessfully handle fruit, vegetables and other 
farm products. It would be comparatively an 
easy matter to have the stock swbscribed. 
Many farmers would gladly invest one or 
more bales when they realize the good that 
would come ‘to the state through such an 
organization. 

If all the stock were paid in cotton it 
could be stored and sufficient money bor- 
rowed thereon to pay operating expenses un- 
til retwrns come in from commissions which 
would be charged on all products handled. 

It is mot practicable to outline in a short 
article of this kind all the reasons ‘why this 
exchange should be organized, nor all the 
details of such an organization. It is suffi- 
cient to say that there is imperative neces- 
sity for creating machinery to handle the 
products of Georgia farms; such machinery 
does not exist today, nor can present business 
channels supply the need.

It is 
said that there-<still are large Novem- 
ber spot commitments to be filled and 
that December engagements are heavy. 
Should the market take a further turn 
in their favor, shippers are expected 
to greatly increase their demand. 
Stocks at all United States ports 
now amount to 1,047,656 bales. While 
these stocks are large, they have been 
larger at this time of the year. Two 
years ago they amounted to slightly 
over 1,250,000 bales. The prediction is 
freely made, however, that port stocks 
will shortly reach’ record-breaking 
proportions and exporters feel that 
they will be able to buy the cotton 
they require at seaboard joints, in- 
stead of reaching into the interior, 
as they generally do. 
Great interest localls 
the report from Savannah that two 
American vessels had been chartered 
to sail from Savannah for Bremen with 
cargoes of cotton. Records here show 
that, since the war broke out, no cot- 
ton has cleared from the United States 
for Bremen. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that in this port 
£8,040 bales destined for Bremen are 
tied up and have been for nearly four 


months. 

Freight men here stated that the 
rate on cotton for Bremen out of Sa- 
‘vannah would be $10 a bales, or 2 
eents a pound. Exporters, however, 
said that they could afford to pay such 
a rate if they could get the business. 
New Orleans quoted middling today at 

79-16 cents a pound, whereas recent 
cons@lar reports state that cotton in 
Germany is bringing from 18 to 24 
cents a pound.
